about 121,978 persons engaged wholly or}

362435 This percentage of forelgners was high, 
and teee cally increased. daring recent years, 
while th Wai held In varlous quarters 
that the offictal figaree did ‘not give the rea) 
aumiter of forcigners. Having quoted anthorfttes 
to prove that a Navy, unsupported by an exten. 
sive Mercantile Marine, could not endure the 
strain of a long continced war, Commander 
Caborne sald :—The problem of howto man the 
Royal Navy in time of Peace had been folly 
sclyed by the intredaction of the continuaus 
service system, and the problem how to reinforce 
‘the Royal Navy ia time of war had been solved 
by the creation ofthe Royal Naval Reserve; 
owever, it was absolutely certaln that wo should 
téquire many moramen than wenqw possess;
